The  bulbs  listed  in  this  section  are  best  planted  in  early  Fall,  September  and  October,  and 
will  furnish  an  abundance  of  brightly  colored  blossoms  at  a  time  of  year  when  other  flowers 
are  not  plentiful. 

Prepare  your  bulb  beds  carefully,  spade  deeply,  rake  them  well  and  give  them  a  good' 
soaking,  then  let  them  stand  a  few  days  and  give  an  occasional  sprinkling,  then  rake  and1 
smooth  down,  making  sure  that  the  soil  is  well  pulverized — and  plant.  The  beds  then  willi 
not  generally  need  watering  until  the  bulbs  have  started  to  grow. 

Bulbs  require  a  good  rich  soil,  and  it  is  well  to  work  in  some  bone  meal  when  spading 
the  beds.  After  planting  it  is  very  beneficial  to  apply  a  liberal  dressing  of  German  Peat  Moss, 
or  Tobacco  stem  mulch,  or  a  mixture  of  the  two  materials.  This  retains  the  moisture  and  keeps 
the  surface  from  baking,  and  the  Tobacco  Stems  repel  slugs,  snails,  sowbugs  and  other  pests, 
protecting  the  young  plants  as  they  sprout. 
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ANEMONES 

These  brightly  colored  flowers  resemble  large  poppies. 
They  are  very  beautiful  and  wonderfully  effective  and 
come  in  a  great  variety  of  dazzling  colors  such  as  rose, 
red,  blue,  purple,  lavender  and  other  attractive  shades, 
with  black  stamens  in  the  center.

(Liliums) 

The  tall  stately  lilies  with  their  masses  of  blossoms  have  a  charm  that  is  not  surpassed 
by  any  other  flower.  Although  they  are  becoming  more  and  more  popular  every  year  our  Cali¬ 
fornia  gardens  do  not  display  enough  of  these  lovely  subjects.

Lilium  candidum,  Lilium  harrisi,  Lilium  pardalinum, 
Lilium  humboldti,  should  be  planted  early.  Other  lily 
bulbs  ready  November  1 5th. 

Lilium  candidum — The  Madonna  Lily.  One  of  the  most  lovely 
of  the  Lily  family,  and  the  earliest  to  bloom.
